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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 4/19/04 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: The proposed amendment raises new issues 
that would require further consideration and/or search. 

The amendment to claim 1 would have resolved the ambiguity about what moiety 
was intended. However, applicants have not shown that one of ordinary skill in the art 
could have figured out that this is what was intended. Moreover, it seems very unlikely 
to the examiner that this was intended. This is a choice for R3. Thus, using this choice 
A would be C(0)OR3, and for this option -C(0)0-0(0)C-Q, where Q is the rest of the 
amino acid. Such a compound is called a diacyl peroxide. Such compounds are so 
reactive (free radical initiators) that they cannot be used internally; their only medical 
use so far as the examiner is aware is topically as a bleaching agent on skin for e.g. 
acne. 

The arguments on the propyl issue are accepted; that amendment, if presented 
alone, would have been enterable.
